Re: The Vocational Education 
Act of 1963: 


The Vocational Education Act of 
1963 (PL 88-210), signed into law. 
on Dec. 18, 1963, by President John- 
son, has been referred to as the 
Magna Carta of vocational educa- 
tion. Not only does the new law avu- 
thorize about four times as much 
federal money — from about $75 
million each year to about $300 
million — but, more important, it 
enlarges the whole concept of vo- 
cational education. 

Some idea of how the new law 
will work, what it means to schools 
and school systems — large and 
small, what sums of money will be 
available, how these sums can be 
spent, and what kinds of programs 
will now be possible can be dis- 
covered in the April issue of 
SCHOOL SHOP magazine, which 
is devoted entirely to this topic.
